JANUARY: Term opened Tuesday, January 9th, with the same complement as 
we closed in December — 165 boys. Regretfully, Mr. Donald Woodworth our 
Director of Music was in hospital with an operation, and will be another 
month recuperating before being able to resume teaching. 

Temperatures were in the 40’s and 50’s for much of the month, and the heavy 
rains that fell kept our athletic activities confined to swimming, basketball, 
gymnastics and cross-country running. No soccer or rugby. 


FEBRUARY: Glorious sunshine and warm temperatures for the better part 

of this month. The school was active in athletic competition: basketball vs. 
Cliffside and St. Michael’s; A new event in cross-country running in Central 
Saanich on the 24th — a very tough 5 mile course planned by one of our 
staff, Mr. B. G. Parker, and open to any school or track club on Vancouver 
Island. It was a gala day with over 200 runners participating and our 
Under 14 Team had the honour of being the first winners of the Shield for 
their age category; first rugby match was played on the 28th, and our 1st 
XV had the uncommon pleasure in defeating: an older and heavier XV from 
University School, 6-0.

THE ROYAL COMMONWEALTH SOCIETY’S 
ESSAY COMPETITION, 1967 


As in previous years, Glenlyon again entered this competition. The essay 
subjects were set to Grade 9 towards the end of the Christmas Term, in two 
separate age groups: 14 years and over, and Under 14. 

The best nine were sent forward to Vancouver, to be entered in the British 
Columbia part of the competition. From within the province, 32 schools sub- 
mitted 186 essays, with a total of 875 being written at the school level. 


Of our nine entries sent into Vancouver, three received “Commended” awards; 
two at the Senior level, C. Wilkins and F. Barnett, and one at the Class C level 
(Under 14), R. Bailey. From the choice of essay subjects, most of our older age 
group wrote on the lives and achievements of four men or women who had con- 
tributed to the development of the Commonwealth during the past hundred years. 
Our four entries at the Under 14 level, all wrote a biography of one commodity, 
of which a Commonwealth country (not our own) is an extensive producer. R. 
Bailey wrote on “Wool”, J. Buchanan on “Rice”, N. Rahn, on “Peanuts” and W. 
McPhee on “Chocolate.” 


All nine of our entries were then forwarded by the B. C. Branch to the 
Society’s Headquarters in London, where R. Bailey’s essay gained a further com- 
mendation. 


On the morning of Sports Day, June 8th, our three prize winners were pre- 
sented with their certificates at the Victoria Art Gallery, by the retiring Lieutenant 
Governor, His Hon. George R. Pearkes, who, in a short speech afterwards, de- 
clared how vitally important it was to maintain a close link between all the in- 
dependent nations of the British Commonwealth.

The School Swimming Programme this year, was confined to just the Senior 
grades, who took instruction each week, on Tuesdays and Thursdays, in the new 
Archie McKinnon Pool at the YM-YWCA. We were able to have three instruc- 
tors on Thursdays and four on Tuesdays; we were indeed grateful to Rev. Titus, 
who came down on Tuesdays to make a fourth instructor. 

It was soon clear that the general standard of swimming in all strokes, was 
encouragingly high, and it was decided to enter our strongest swimmers in the 
42nd Annual Schools Swim Meet at the Crystal Gardens, on March 9th. Here 
we found the competition was extremely strong, and too much for even our best 
swimmers. However, the experience of racing in a competition of this kind was 
invaluable, and we had very creditable performances from G. McGee and R. 
Winkleman in free-style, T. Wiggins in breast stroke, C. Daniel and J. McKenzie 
back-stroke; also our free style relay team consisting of G. McGee, A. Izard, T. 
Fee and R. Winkelman, swam with great determination. 

At the end of term, on March 21st, we held our own Inter-House Swimming 
Gala, at the Crystal Gardens and this produced some excellent racing times. 
Each swimmer, was racing against the clock, and the final placing of the Houses 
was Ist: Thompson 47% pts.; 2nd Douglas 39 pts.; 8rd: Fraser 24% pts.; 4th: 
McKenzie 18 pts. 

School Swimming Colours were awarded to the fastest individuals in the 
three respective strokes: R. Winkelman, (free-style); T. Wiggins (breast- 
stroke); C. Daniel (back-stroke). 


THE GYM CLUBS 


On the afternoon of Tuesday, May ‘7th, both the Senior and Junior Gym 
Clubs combined to put on the fifty minute display of vaulting. The Junior Club 
began the programme with a series of vaults over the long horse, after that, they 
went through five or six different cross-box vaults. The Seniors returned with 
several quite advanced vaults ending up with some spectacular somersaults. 
Finally, both clubs combined for a finale of through vaults and dives through a 
“tower-bridge” consisting of P. Campbell, P. Wiggins, and W. Wright. Twenty

CROSS-COUNTRY 1967-68 


Besides entering two teams in the Central Saanich Cross-Country Run, we 
also competed in a four schools meet on Wednesday, May 8th, against teams from 
Uplands Elementary, Willows Elementary and Shelbourne Elementary. This 
was a well organized meet, held over a course of about 2%4 miles in the area 
around Uplands School. We were able to enter a very strong team and although 
runners from Uplands took the first two places, excellent packing by our team 
after that, enabied us to be clear winners in the school event, with the low score 
of 44 points. Uplands was second with 108 points, Willows third and Shelbourne 
fourth. Our individual placing went as follows: G. Woolcock (8rd), F. Cooper, 
(4th), J. McKenzie (5th), C. Mills (6th), G. McGee (7th), S. Gudewill (8th), 
T. Page (11th), T. Wiggins (14th), B. Stevenson (18th) and I. Campbell (20th).

THE SCHOOL CROSS-COUNTRY FINALS 


Our own Annual Cross-Country Finals were run on the afternoon of April 
30th and May list. The Senior course was similar to that of previous years, in- 
volving a start on Willows Beach and some heavy running through Uplands Park, 
before finishing near the cateteria in Willows Park. G. Wooleock for McKenzie 
House, ran a splendid race, leading from start to finish, only to be beaten by 
inches, right on the tape by C. Mills (Fraser House) ; there could not have been 
a closer or more determinedly fought finish! After that, came S. Gudewill (38rd), 
T. Page (4th), G. McGee (5th), F. Cooper (6th), J. McKenzie (7th), and Gary 
Woolcock only in Grade 6, (8th). Altogether there were 82 runners and the first 
seventeen in, for each house, counted towards the house totals. On inverse scor- 
ing, Thompson House was first, Fraser second, McKenzie third, and Douglas 
fourth which incidentally was exactly the same order as in 1967. 


The Junior Run took place the following day, and in another keen, personal 
duel, N. Waterfield just beat R. Hibbert for the first place honour. Following 
them in were: M. Hine (8rd), I. McKenzie (4th), R. Hunt (5th), G. Kirkham 
(6th), M. Miard (7th), and W. Collins (8th). The house positioning was exactly 
the same as in the Senior Run, leaving Thompson House very convincingly over- 
all winners. 


CENTRAL SAANICH CROSS-COUNTRY RUN 


After holding a trial run through Uplands Park, the previous Wednesday, 
we entered two teams of seven and eight runners respectively in Mr. Parker’s 
4% miles “European-style” cross-country race in Central Saanich. 

This was held on a gloriously sunny afternoon on February 24th and attract- 
ed some 230 contestants to battle their way over a decidedly challenging course; 
this included ditches, creeks, sloughs and other natural obstacles in the form of 
fallen trees, ete. 


Our Senior team ran in the Under 16 age group, and naturally had very 
strong competition running against boys who were mostly a year older. How- 
ever they acquitted themselves very well, with C. Wilkins, and C. Mills coming 
20th and 21st and G. McGee 38rd, A. Izard, 49th, S. Gudewill 50th, F. Cooper 55th 
and M. Scott-Harston who nobly turned out to make a seventh runner for the 
team, 61st. As there were some 100 runners in this age group, this was a truly 
creditable performance. 


However it was with our Under 14 team that we hoped for success, and we 
were certainly not disappointed. Running with great courage and determination 
they all did splendidly with E. Gregson, the last of the eight placing as high as 
24th. Grant Woolcock led the band in placing 6th, and he was closely followed 
by T. Wiggins 8th, T. Page 9th, J. McKenzie 10th, the Campbell brothers, Pieter 
15th and Jan 18th; our seventh runner, B. Stevenson 21st with the first six of 
each team counting in the scoring, we easily led the field in this age group, with 
very low score of 66, Brentwood coming second with 94. Therefore we won the 
first place Shield, which was presented to Grant Wooleock by Reeve Gordon Lee

APRIL: Term opened Tuesday, April 16th. Two items of good news were re- 
ceived over the holiday. Samuel Gudewill had won a $3,000.00 Open Scholar- 
ship to attend Appleby College, Ontario, the scholarship money to be spread 
over four years; David Buchan won the Junior Secondary top prize in the 


Greater Victoria Science Fair — a tremendous honour and achievement — 
which also gains him a place in the Canada-wide National Fair in Van- 
couver. 


Sailing Club was under way almost immediately, and on Sunday, April 28th 
had first sailing fixture of the term vs. Shawnigan Lake School. 


APRIL 30th: Senior Cross-Country Final for all boys 11 years of age and older 
— course was similar to previous years with the start at Willows Beach, 
along the sand, across Beach Drive and through the trails of Uplands Park, 
and a finish in Willows Park. The finish was one of the closest on record —

The generous 
parents donated $110.00 for a worthy cause — $55.00 for each charity. 

The Finale was the Grade 6 play, produced by Mr. Skinner. It was about 
a shepherd having a nightmare on the night which Christ was born. The shep- 
herd awoke to find the Devil ready to help him kill all the Romans with his 
henchmen. Then there appeared on the scene as many angels as henchmen and 
a brief, slow-motion fight ensued, including, special lighting effects by the stage 
crew — Mr. Finch, G. Woolcock, P. Wiggins and J. Bradford. The result was a 
fantastic scene; the good, dressed in white, overcoming the bad, dressed in black. 
In the end, the choir, directed by Mr. Woodworth, came on stage and sang a few 
selected carols, and then the students sang the School Song to end the per-

The past year has seen a steady improvement in the quality of music at the 
School. During the Spring and Summer terms, the School Choir rehearsed three 
times a week in preparation for the Spring Concert and the Greater Victoria 
Music Festival. Forty choristers, under the leadership of Head Choir Boy John 
Buchanan, entered two classes in the Music Festival, and received First in both 
classes. The choir presented their Festival music at the Spring Concert, and 


many people who had heard them before noted the great improvement in their 
musical standards. 


The School Recorder Group also entered the Music Festival, and were award- 
ed First in the School Recorder Class. 


At the start of the Fall Term, the choir was re-organized. The boys in the 
main choir were auditioned for the thirty-two places available in the choir. Boys 
who did not place were put into the Probationers Choir, which included instruc- 
tion in choral technique, score reading, and voice production. Seven boys from 
this choir were later admitted into the Main Choir. 


The Choir was divided into four teams, supervised by Head Chorister H. 
Matheson (VIII-1), Deputy-Head R. O’Grady (VIII-2), and Team Captains — 
Price, Dodds, Cupples and Titus I. Each boy was striving to attain Excellent 
rating in the choir Weekly Standards. The boys who attained the highest stan- 
dards were: Titus II, Rowe, Hassel-Gren, Bristowe, Norton and Titus III. 


At Christmas time, the choir sang for a noon-day Advent service at St. 
Andrew’s Presbyterian Church. They also sang, as they did last year, for 
Evensong at St. John’s Anglican Church. The last week of school before the 
Christmas break, the choir sang for the Noon Show on Channel 6 (CHEK-TV) 
and for the Christmas Concert. 


During the beginning of December, auditions for the production of Gilbert 
and Sullivan’s “H.M.S. Pinafore” were started; the choir forming the nucleus 
for the Principals and Chorus. Since this will be a new departure in music at 
Glenlyon, there will be no time for entries in the Music Festival. With total 
concentration on the Opera, to be produced in the Spring, it is hoped to present 
a completely enjoyable evening to all who attend. D.W.

H.M.S. PINAFORE 


As we go to press, great things are taking place in Glenlyon. For the first 
time in its history, the school is undertaking the production of “H.M.S. Pinafore” 
— a two-act opera by Sir W. S. Gilbert and Sir Arthur Sullivan. Written and 
composed in 1878, “H.M.S. Pinafore” ridicules the exaggerated class beliefs of 
the mid-Victorian era. The idea that the daughter of a captain of one of Her 
Majesty’s warships could ever stoop so lowly as to fall in love with a common 
sailor was so beyond conception as to be laughable. 


Sir Joseph Porter is the pompous, blustering upper civil servant, whose only 
claim to fame is that he executed every menial task so meticulously that he be- 
came “the Ruler of the Queen’s Navee.” Here is a character that warmed the 
cockles of Gilbert’s heart and gave him an opportunity to point such a scornful 
finger at the higher officers of his day, that Queen Victoria was moved to say, 
“Mr. Gilbert, we are not amused!” 


How is all this being presented at Glenlyon? Firstly, “Pinafore” was chosen 
because with one scene — that aboard a ship of the line in Portsmouth harbour, 
would be easier than building two sets as required by most other Savoy operas. 
Then Mr. Woodworth and the Choir have been rehearsing since last October 
and now the delightful melodies are catching and boys and staff are quoting lines 
at each other. Mr. and Mrs. Finch, who have had experience of Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas and especially ‘Pinafore’, have been ammassing dresses and 
uniforms, until one whole room at the Residence is filled with them — altered, 
stitched and ironed by a willing team of mothers, who have given much valuable 
help. 

Last weekend, a work team of fathers and staff built the set and now others 
are painting it, and a more respectable and seaworthy ship has not been seen 
in Glenlyon for a long time. 

We shall start the Summer Term with ten days of intensive rehearsing and 
then give three performances of the opera on the evenings of 22nd, 28rd and 
24th, April — for which, we are glad to say, most of the tickets have already 
been sold. Programmes are in hand and photographs are to be taken and a 
hundred and one other things to be done that produce a first class performance. 


And as we go to press, in the midst of all this, we are prepared to say let 
this be the first of many future such productions.
